I  have  this  morning  received  your  letter  or  February  124  tn  in 
which  you  make  very  serious  corn plaints  against  our  offices.  You  state  that 

in  Decenter  last  you  forwarder  documents  to  McGill  University  to  nave 
enumerated  thereon  the  subjects  studied  in  your  second,  third,  and  fourth 
years,  and  tnat  you  asked  the  McGill  authorities  to  send  it  to  Toronto  to 
nave  listed  the  subjects  taker  ty  you  in  your  first  year  here.  You  further 
state  tnat  this  oacer  was  sent  to  tne  Registrar  or  Toronto  University  a  long 
time  age,  that  you  nave  written  tc  hid  twice,  ana  once  to  tne  Secretary  of 
the  Medical  Faculty,  asking  tne  it  tc  return  the  racer,  and  to  none  or  tnese 
letters  nave  you  received  ary  reply. 

Tne  facts  of  the  case  as  far  as  we  are  concerned  are  these:  On

January  2?  a  letter  was  nested  front  the  Registrar  of  McGill  University  to 
our  Registrar  enclosing  the  application  of  Dr.  S.  McGitbon  tqr  a  license  to 
practise  in  the  State  of  California,  and  stating  that  it  will  pcuire  a 
couole  ot  lines  from  our  Registrar  certifying  that  you  passed  your  first 
year  at  Toronto,  September  lb9o  to  May  lb&9.  At  tne  same  time  the  Registrar 
of  McGill  says  , " *Y ill  you  kindly  hold  this  certificate  until  Dr.  M’cGibbon 
writes  to  you  ar.d  gives  you  an  address  to  where  it  may  te  sent  This 

certificate  was  neld  in  tne  Registrar's  Office  waiting  for  a  letter  from  you 
in  accordance  with  instructions  from  the  Registrar  of  McGill.  A  letter  was

received  frorr  you  in  the  office  of  cur  Registrar  on  February  18,  dated  by 
you  February  13,  in  which  you  say:  "Kindly  fill  ud  lor'ij  first  year’s  work, 
giving  the  subjects  studied:,  and  when  completed  kindly  forward  to  ire  here 
On  February  20  the  certificate  was  sent  to  you  iron  our  Registrar’s  Office 
witn  this  letter  "In  reply  to  your  letter  of  February  13  T  air  sending  you  1 
the  certificate  for  the  Foard  of  Medical  Fxatiioers  of  the  otate  of  California 
which  nas  oeen  forwarded  to  ire  by  the  Registrar  ot  VcGill  [.niveTsi  wy .  I  nave 
filled  in  the  reauireir.ents  regarding  the  first  year,  and  I  hope  you  will  find  | 
the  saie  satisfactory”. 

On  making  inauirie3  at  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  tne  Faculty  of 
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Medicine  I  find  that  tney  received  a  letter  froT  you  dated  January  35  in

wnicn  you  Hated  that  your  certificate  would  be  sent  to  their  troir  the  Registra 
of  VcGill,  and  that  letter  is  lying  there  unanswered  because  tney  nave  been 
waiting  ever  since  for  the  certificate4,  which  as  we  now  know  was  sent  to  tne 
Registrar  and  not  to  trerr. 

Tne  miscarriage  therefore  is  due  not  to  our  offices,  cut  to  tne  fact 
that  VcGill  University  and  yourself  were  not  consistent  in  corresponding  with 
our  Registrar’s  Office.  Neither  ot  our  offices  kn4w  that  you  were 
corresponding  with  tne  other.  The  time  therefore  in  my  opinion  does  not 
rest  with  then  at  all.  I  regret  that  you  nave  been  out  to  inconvenience 
in  tne  Tatter,  but  I  believe  that  your  remarks  regarding  cur  offices  were 
altogether  uncalled  for.
